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INFECTIOUS ENCEPHALITIS—CALIFORNIA, 1953 


ALLEN LONGSHORE, JR., M.D., M.P.H., Coordinator Encephalitis Study, and Ida May Stevens, Morbidity Statistician,

Since and data concerning 
infectious encephalitis had been collected intensively 
during the epidemic year 1952, the State Depart- 
ment Health decided that for purposes 
comparison the same important basic data should 
collected during 1953. This was done; and now that 
the 1953 encephalitis season over, the data can 
summarized and interpreted. 

During both years the intelligence system consisted 
of: (1) routine morbidity reports sent the local 
physicians via the local health departments the 
State Department Public Health, (2) specimens 
submitted for laboratory examination for the encepha- 
litis group, (3) attempted virus isolation from mos- 
quitoes, and (4) observation hospital admissions 
Fresno and Kern Counties. These data were used con- 
tinuously attempt establish current index 
the expected incidence encephalitis California. 


PREVALENCE 

There were 362 cases clinically diagnosed enceph- 
alitis reported 1953. these, were laboratory 
confirmed due arthropod-borne due 
the western equine virus and the St. Louis 
virus. This comparison 813 reported cases 
1952 with 420 laboratory confirmed cases, 375 them 
western equine and St. Louis type. also inter- 
esting note that the predominance type was re- 
versed, with western equine predominating 1952 
and St. Louis 1953. 

the 362 cases reported 1953, 132 were un- 
known etiology, 153 were attributed the mumps 
virus, the measles virus, the chickenpox 
virus, and other etiologies, such influenza, 
herpes, and Coccidioidis immitis. 


GEOGRAPHIC DISTRIBUTION 

The laboratory-confirmed cases 1953 (22 St. 
Louis and western) were confined the Sacra- 
mento-San Joaquin Valleys and Southern Califor- 
nia. This follows the pattern previous experience 
with the arthropod-borne encephalitides California. 

The number any one county was very 
small—the largest numbers were Kern and River- 
side Counties, each having cases. There were 
Fresno County, Imperial, while the remaining 
counties each had one two cases. 

Fourteen the counties California reported 
1953; cases have been reported from total 
counties one time another. the coun- 
ties involved 1953, half were the Sacramento 
Valley: Tehama, Colusa, Sutter, Glenn, Sacramento, 
Yolo, and Solano. Those the San Joaquin Valley 


were: Stanislaus, Fresno, San Joaquin, Tulare, and 
Kern. Riverside and Imperial Counties were the only 
ones involved Southern California. 


SEASONAL PATTERN 

The seasonal pattern 1953 followed closely that 
previous years. The laboratory-confirmed cases 
western equine occurred July, August, and Sep- 
tember, and those St. Louis July, 
August, September, and October. The encephalitides 
due mumps, measles, and chickenpox viruses, and 
those the unknown category occurred the year 
Mumps encephalitis had its heaviest incidence 
during June, July, and August, and the group un- 
known etiology also appeared heaviest during this 
same time interval. 

When the western equine and St. Louis confirmed 
cases are compared month onset, will noted 
that there were cases recognized with their onset 
June, 1953, and that western reached its peak 
August while St. Louis reached its peak September 
and continued with cases October.

AGE DISTRIBUTION 

has been observed characteristic the western 
equine type encephalitis that children under one 
year age are particularly vulnerable. This was true 
during 1953 even though the total number cases 
was small. Five the (35.7 percent) were this 
age group. Their ages were days, weeks, weeks, 
months, and months. None the St. Louis 
cases were this age group. 


SEX DISTRIBUTION

SPECIAL PROJECTS 

During the 1952 year attempts had been 
made establish index encephalitis activity 
tabulating the number initial blood specimens sub- 
mitted physicians the State Viral and Rickettsial 
Disease Laboratory for possible encephalitis diagnosis.

tory reports 1952 might have shown that rise

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State Viral and Rickettsial Laboratory. this rela- 
tionship would maintain itself succeeding years, 
might useful calling early attention out- 
break. However, 1953 this relationship did not 
hold because much higher percentage specimens 
were submitted suspected cases which proved 
negative. 

1952, 29.3 percent the specimens submitted 
physicians were found positive, while 1953 only 
10.8 percent were laboratory confirmed 
equine, St. Louis mumps encephalitis. Nevertheless, 
further study this relationship indicated, with 
the prospect that may provide valuable information 
the occurrence the encephalitis syndrome the 
various parts the State. 


VIRUS ISOLATIONS FROM MOSQUITOES 

During 1953 mosquito collections were made 
Fresno and Kern Counties through the cooperation 
the Bureau Vector Control, mosquito abatement 
districts, and Hooper Foundation the University 
California. All the mosquitoes collected were tested 
and identified the Hooper Foundation their 
Bakersfield encephalitis laboratory, and then sent 
frozen state the State Viral and Rickettsial Lab- 
oratory where they were tested for presence virus. 
From June 15th through October 5th, total 375 
pools about mosquitoes each were tested, from 
which there were western equine 
virus and St. Louis virus. isolations were made 
during the last weeks June and only two isolations 
were made October. Both these were St. Louis. 
The isolations virus from mosquitoes month 
isolation parallels closely the diagnosed cases hu- 
mans month onset that the western isolations 
oceurred July, August, and September, while the 
heavier St. Louis isolations occurred August and 
September, with few October. 

believed that this type information collected 
for the first time current basis during 1953 would 
extremely helpful determining the potential 
the virus spread and eventually aid determining 
the areas requiring control. With 20.8 percent yield 
virus mosquito pools tested, this technique was 
proven feasible and should attempted over 
larger area the future. 


MOSQUITO OCCURRENCE 

addition the data presented above, attempts 
were made obtain estimates mosquito numbers 
from various collecting stations and mosquito abate- 
ment districts throughout the State. Attempts are be- 
ing made establish base lines which could used 
indices increased mosquito populations, abnormal 
numbers, and which could useful for measur- 
ing mosquito population levels and evaluating mos- 


quito control efforts the years ahead. The year 1953 
did not provide environmental conditions 
the extraordinarily large mosquito populations 
present during 1952. Climatological data conformed 
the more normal pattern previous years (1948. 
1951) and the Sierra snow pack was lesser magni- 
tude and shorter duration than that 1952. 


HORSE CASES 

There was marked reduction cases encepha- 
lomyelitis horses reported 1953. Only equine 
cases were reported through November 1953 show- 
sharp drop from the 1952 figure 407 covering 
the same period. portion this change can 
counted for decrease the intensiveness case- 
finding activities. Those cases that were reported 
showed the same general seasonal and 
characteristics that were found previous years. 


ENCEPHALITIS UNKNOWN CAUSE 

Even though certain percent encephalitis cases 
are now recognized being due the mumps virus 
the measles virus, these data indicate there 
still large percentage the cases clinically appear- 
ing encephalitis which the etiology remains 
undetermined. These data also reveal that during both 
the epidemic year 1952 and subsequent low year 
1953, there have been large numbers individuals 
with good clinical history encephalitis, who even 
with the examination adequate diagnostic 
mens, have not revealed any serologic evidence 
western equine St. Louis infection. Further studies 
this group individuals are certainly warranted. 


CURRENT STUDIES 

There are other coordinated studies now progress 
the attempt elicit new information some 
the remaining problems regarding the epidemiology 
infectious encephalitis. This includes work being done 
the Hooper Foundation relating the location 
the reservoir infection and the over-wintering habit 
the virus. Projects the department relate the 
development skin test for western equine, and the 
question the transmission western equine and St.

this revision hospital regulations structural 
are separated from operational standards 
that the section relating structure may in- 
the State Building Code promul- 
gated the State Building Standards Commission. 

its action the State Board Public Health 
adopted the regulations proposed the Hospital 
Advisory Board, with the exception the Advisory 
Board proposal that only duly licensed architects 
submit hospital plans. 

The Board Public Health continued the previous 
poliey allowing both architects and registered civil 
submit plans. The California Council 
the January hearing, concurred the 
continuing the provision which permits 
submit plans for hospitals. 

the revised regulations the provision previously 
effect, which exempts homes accommodating one 
patient from the licensure requirements applicable 
convalescent, and rest homes, was continued.

The problem sewage overflow into Chorro Creek 
was eliminated with the closing Camp San Luis 
Obispo. Also the Morro Bay Sewer Maintenance Dis- 
trict has provided chlorination for its septic tank 
effluent and this will continued until new sewage 
treatment works discharging effluent into the ocean 
ean provided. 


April, 1953, outbreak intestinal upsets 
Los Angeles was attributed the eating raw 
oysters brought from Morro Bay without adequate 
refrigeration.

Sold for Food 


Pink beans treated with poisonous disinfectant for 
planting found their way instead the kitchen the 
Modesto State Hospital, but fortunately were sus- 
pected the hospital cook being contaminated 
and were never served. Had the beans been eaten they 
might have proved fatal. 

result the incident fine has been imposed 
King City warehouse owner where the treated 
beans were stacked with edible stock through’ negli- 
gence. the warehouse owner’s plea guilty, 
King City Justice Court imposed $25 fine, which was 
suspended. The defendant was ordered replace all 
fifty-five 100-pound sacks pink beans the orig- 
inal delivery, although only nine sacks were treated 
stock. 

The court case culminated January 12th, but the 
last July. When the beans were first 
examined the Stanislaus Agricultural Commis- 
sioner 200 pounds were being cooked for the evening 
meal. The cook had called the agricultural commis- 
sioner because the abnormal color the cooked 
beans. 

Investigation the department’s Bureau Food 
and Drug Inspections revealed that the nine sacks 
beans treated with the chemical compound had orig- 
inally been purchased for seed King City rancher, 
but had been returned the warehouse and stacked 
with other beans awaiting delivery state institu- 
tions. 

Some the bags bore red-lettered tags indicating 
that the beans had been treated with the disinfectant 


with the warning ‘‘Do not use this seed for feed, 


food.’’ appeared that other sacks had been 
tagged but the tags had been removed. 

The Los Angeles dealer who was selling the beans 
the State with delivery from King City was ab- 
solved any blame.
